Original Gorrespondence. 


ON THE FORMATION OF COAL. 

Sir,—I have, in consequence of pressing engagements, been prevented 
taking earlier notice of a letter from your correspondent, Mr. 8S. Thomas, 
which appeared in the Journal of Nov. 4, and in which he invites me to 
discuss the subject of the Formation of Coal with him, and raises some 
objections, besides, to some observations I had made on that subject. I 
am, however, unable to accept his proposal at present, whatever I may do 
on some other more favourable opportunity, for it would be impossible for 
me to devote the time and attention required for such a discussion without 
interfering with other pursuits, and I must, therefore, limit my correspon- 
dence with him to this letter. My regret at being unable to respond to 
Mr. Thomas’s invitation is diminished by the circumstance of my having 
recently learnt that the opinions I had formed respecting the true origin 
of coal, as explained in my letter which appeared in the Mining Journal 
ot March 25 last, are confirmed by Mr. Eli Bowen, a professor of geology 
in Philadelphia, who has developed the same idea in an elaborate and 
scientific treatise on Coal and Coal Oil, published, as far as I can ascer- 
tain, in America about the same time that my letter appeared as men- 
tioned above; so that this theory as to the formation of coal from oil is 
likely to commend itself to public investigation, independently of any 
farther action on my part. 

To refer meanwhile to Mr. S. Thomas’s letter. He states, in the first 
place, that my theory rests upon a series of propositions, and that one of 
them is that it is consistent with the purity of coal, for that all impurities 
that did not decompose would, on account of their greater specific gravity, 
sink to the bottom. And he objects that in this large sense coal is not 
pure, for that every seam constantly varies in quality. 

To this I may remark that I had hitherto always understood that the 
purity of coal was universally recognised as one of its most characteristic 

res, and as such could only be accepted in the largest sense—that is, 
as the rule, and not as an exception; and I may further observe that it 
was on the authority of the late Mr. Richardson more especially that I ad- 
verted to the purity of coal in sup of my views, he having advanced 
it as an argument against the Drift theory, amongst several others, in the 
following terms :— 

“ The purity of coal, and its freedom from extraneous substances.— Had it been drifted 
it must have acquired some portion of foreign substances In its transit, such as pebbles, 
gravel, &c,; but since we find extensive seams of coal unmixed with any other mat- 
ters, its freedom from these is considered incompatible with the idea of its having been 
drifted from a distance.” 

Now, it was in this sense that I referred to the purity of coal, and not 
as meaning to convey the idea that no earthy matters were held in sola- 
tion by the oil, for it would have been equivalent to asserting that none 
such would be found in the subsequent coal; and it appears to me that I 
was — justified in alluding to the purity of coal in the sense I did, 
as I should be were I to refer to the general purity of sugar as distilled 

the cane, though it may subsequently require refining to clear it of 
all impurities. Nor can I accept the illustration Mr, Thomas gives in 
support of his statement that “eve 
as a conclusive proof of the general impurity of coal, for the fact of a seam 
being of prime quality in one colliery proving unworkable in the one ad- 
joining is not due, in the majority of cases, to any change in the quality 
of the first, but to its displacement by local disturbances, termed ‘ dislo- 
cations,” which characterise almost every coal field, for as the author of 
* Our Coal Felds” says, p. 49:— 

“If in prosecuting his labours the miner is occasionally stopped by a fault in follow- 
ing what he considers to be 4 valuable seam of coal, and finds the coal shifted several 
yards above or below, he must not forget that it is, perhaps, owing to those very shifts 
that the outcrop of the coal has occurred at all in his vicinity, and that the coal is work- 
able throughout a very large portion of the district in which he is interested.” 

I might besides cite numerous instances where seams of coal are avail- 
able for miles in extent witn only few and slight interruptions. But I 
consider that to attempt to form an opinion on the general purity of coal 
from its appearance in sitw in any special instance, irrespective of any 
considera of the operations and modifying causes which have deter- 
mined its position, is, especially in a question of the nature now under 
discussion, only likely to mislead, and produce tbat divergence of opinion 
#0 a — by the tale of the travellers and the yon tach 

. Thomas then proceeds to examine my second proposition—“ that 
the general uniform thickness of each seam of coal is perfectly in accord- 
with the idea of a liquid ultimately condensed,” and asserts that thie too 
is contrary to fact, and in support of this statement refers to two sections 
taken from the Government Survey—the Cwmgarw and the Cwmogwr. 
Now, although I might quote authorities in support of my proposition, I 
will confine myself to an examination of the instances given, which I will 
endeavour to show fully confirm the trath of my proposition, and in order 
to do so I will proceed to place each layer of both sections in its proper 
order, and in a more conspicuous manner than Mr. Thomas has done:—

Now, it will be seen on an inspection of the above sections, as arran 
in the order given, that these consist of a succession of alternating — 
of shale, coal, and underclay, forming in combination so many distinct 
beds, which are repeated over and over again.

inventor, I fear that Mr. Dickinson is but too accurate in his judgment;

I do not myself exactly understand the principle upon which 
it works; but I do know that to be useful it must tell us the percentage of 
fire-damp and of atmospheric air in all cases, and that, too, without hav- 
ing to calculate differences, and without re-arranging after each experi- 
ment. We must have an instrument which, if left undisturbed in a change- 
able mixtare, will indicate 6, 5, 9, 4, or any other per cent., and that a 
man can declare was 4 per cent. when he passed one time, and perhaps 
2 per cent. the next. This Mr. Ansell’s indicator does not seem capable 
of doing, and for that reason I should be inclined to give the preference to 
Mr. Wilkinson’s—of course, taking both instruments in their present state.

S1n,—A letter, headed ‘‘Colliery Rating,” appeared in the Journal of 
Nov. 11, in which the writer, in reference to the ‘‘ many principles which 
have been propounded for rating coal mines,” states that “it must be sa- 
tisfactory to find that an equitable basis has at last been arrived at.” He 
then reviews those “ various principles,” and the proceedings which have 
taken place thereon; and adds—“ I delivered the valuations of sixteen 
collieries on Thursday last to the Tynemouth Assessment Committee,” 
and he gives the following as “the result of a valuation of a Northumber- 
land Colliery, worked out upon the different principles:”—

Now, Sir, any one reading this letter would naturally conclude that the 
writer, after “‘ being brought in contact with many of the most eminent min- 
ing engineers to discuss the subject,” had out of his own fertile brain pro- 
duced the “ sixteen valuations delivered to the Tynemouth Committee,” 
although he carefelly avoids making that statement. 

The facts concerning these valuations, and the proceedings in the North 
of England on the subject of colliery rating, are as follows: — 

The question was first raised for discussion after the passing of the Union 
Assessment Committee Act by a letter which I addressed, on Nov. 27, 
1862, to Mr. W. Stobart, of Monkwearmouth Colliery, in which letter I 
suggested that collieriesshould be valued on the principles adopted in valu- 
ing railways, water-works, &c.—on nett profits, with proper allowances 
for tenants’ profits and interest on tenants’ capital. These principles were 
discussed by the Coal Trade, and by that portion of the press more imme- 
diately connected with the mining interests, The correctness of this prin- 
ciple was not my | confirmed by the opinions of many of the leading mem- 
bers of the bar, but admitted by several coalowners—but objected to on 
this ground that it was, like the income tax, “inquisitorial.” During this 
discussion, and early in the year 1863, the Sunderland Assessment Com- 
mittee ordered a valuation of Ryhope Colliery to be made, and, in con- 
junction With Mr. J. Potts, of this town, I was appointed to make the valu- 
ation. This gave rise to a lengthened correspondence between Mr. Taylor 
and myself, Failing to convince the Coal Trade of the advantages of 
adopting the principles of valuing collieries on nett profits, I next endea- 
voured to apply the principles of a “ hypothetical tenancy ” to colliery va- 
luations, and i valued Ryhope Colliery on that basis. The result was, 
that the lessees of Ryhope Colliery abandoned the views “ first propounded 
by the Coal Trade,” and admitted the correctness of the principle which I 
had adopted in valuing their colliery. The basis on which I had valued 
Ryhope was the subject of frequent discussions, more particularly as to whe- 
ther the same principles could be applied to an old colliery with many shafts, 
In this respect I found it defective. I endeavoured to overcome that diffi- 
culty; and in the course of a discussion on the subject it was intimated to 
me by Mr, John Taylor, that Mr. Thomas Wood, of Coxhoe Hall, had 
suggested the adoption of a shaft rent instead of the interest on the capital 
expended in sinking the various shafts. I saw at once that this most valu- 
able suggestion would enable me to overcome a great difficulty, not only 
as to old collieries, but also in respect of the great difference in the amount 
of capital expended in sinking shafts generally, and thus enable me to ap- | 
ply the principles of a hypothetical tenancy either to an old or new colliery. ' 
I tested the valuation of Ryhope Colliery by a shaft rent; and I found it | 
confirmed the correctness of that valuation. I shortly afterwards made a | 
valuation of an old colliery in another Union, on the same principles as 
Ryhope, adopting the shaft rent instead of the interest on the capital ex- | 
— in sinking the shafts. This valuation I submitted to Messrs, John 

aylor, T. E. Forster, and George B. Forster, who unanimously agreed 
that it was correct in principle and reasonable in amount. 

Having thus, with the assistance of the gentleman before mentioned, | 
laid down a basis for colliery valuations, I turned my attention to the col- | 
lieries in the Tynemouth Union, which, in conjunction with Mr. Pye, I | 
had been appointed to value, but which I had allowed to stand over in| 
consequence of the principles of a hypothetical tenancy not being under- | 
stood, and never before adopted in the Tynemouth Union, 

In making the valuations of the several collieries in the Tynemouth | 
Union I found such a similarity in the shafts, buildings, machinery, and 
fixed plant connected with the winding and pumping power of the different 
collieries, that I resolved to find a price per ‘‘ ten” on the coal worked, to 
include the shaft rent and the winding and pumping power, and in this I 
was materially assisted by an estimate, prepared by Mr. Thomas Wood, of 
the amount of capital that would, under ordinary circumstances, be re- 
quired to sink the shafts and plant a colliery. 

I completed the valuation of several of the collieries on this principle, 
making what I considered fair and reasonable deductions from the gross | 
estimated rental for the increased risk of colliery property as compared 
with other property. 

The following is the summary of my original valuation of the colliery | 
in Northumberland, which it is said was ‘* delivered” last week to the 
Tynemouth Committee:— |

Up to this point in the proceedings Mr. Pye knew no more about the 
principles upon which the valuations of these collieries were being made 
than the “ man in the moon;” in fact, his own letter proves this, for he 
writes—“ Another scheme was propounded, based upon the coal rent, &c., 
deducting 24-per cent, from the annual value of the coal, 20 per cent. 
from the cottages, and 25 per cent. off other buildings.” These will be 
found to be the exact deductions made in my original valuation first quoted ; 
but, as he says, he ‘‘ would not consent to any deduction from the annual 
value of the coal per square.” Here again it might be supposed that this 
capes ogy was rejected, or at least not acted upon, whereas it was, as will 
seen, the foundation of all the 16 valuations delivered.

Tt will be seen by comparing this amended valuation with my original 
valuation that there is only the trifling difference between the two of 
21. 10s. So that, practically, all that resulted from Mr, Pye’s “not con- 
senting to the deduction from the coal rent” was delaying the valuation 
one year, at a great sacrifice to the ratepayers, by whose representatives 


| he was appointed a valuer. 


Mr. Pye concludes his letter by referring to the two valuations of the 
same colliery, one of which is my amended valuation just referred to, the 
other a valuation worked out on the basis agreed upon by Mr. Taylor and 
myself for valuing the Durham collieries, and he adds, * the result of these 
two valuations being nearly identical, worked out upon totally different 
principles, must, at all events, be satisfactory to the coalowners.” 

Here, again, is nother manifestation of his blissful ignorance of the 
whole question—the two valuations to which he refers are not “ totally dif- 
ferent,”’ but ‘identically ” the same—on the rent of coal, to which is added 
the interest on the capital which a tenant might be expected to have to 
invest to work the mine. The difference between the two is simply this, 
that in the first case the interest upon the shaft, buildings, and winding 
and pumping power is apportioned at a price per ten on the produce of the 
mine, and in the second case it is set down in the aggregate sum! 

Mr. Pye’s comparison, however, proves two things—First, the correct- 
ness of Mr. Wood’s estimate; and second, the arithmetical accuracy of my 
apportionment of the interest over the working of the mine. 

In justice to the Coal Trade of Northumberland and Durham, I feel 
bound to state that, with one or two trifling exceptions, they have afforded 
every facility und readily given all the information that has been required 
from them. Expressing at all times a hope that some equitable basis 
would be arrived at which would solve the difficult question of rating coal 
mines without having recourse to a costly course of litigation. 

I cannot conclude this letter without expressing the deep obligations I 
am under for assistance to Messrs. Wm. Stobart, J. Taylor, T. E. Forster, 
and G. B. Forster; and also to Mr. John Tidson for advice on legal points; 
and to Mr. R. P. Philipson for the great attention he paid to the various 
communications I have submitted for his consideration on behalf of the 
Coal Trade.—Sunderland, Nov. 21.

jy their wants for so many months? Again, he lets us know there is 
astock of 2000 tons of Banca and Straits more than there was this time 
lust year, but be keeps back the fact that there is about the same quantity of 
Baglish tin lees in the hands of smelters. Moreover, at the close of the 
American war there was an accumulated stock of 300,000 boxes of tin- 
plaes on hand, and what has become of that large quantity he might have 
‘oli uit has all been absorbed, and makers are so full of orders as to 
puke it a difficulty to keep pace with the demand. Then, again, your 
comespondent seems woefully alarmed at the vast quantity of tin that is 
niarned from the Cornwall and Devon mines—10,000 tons of white tin 
prsonam. Why, Sir, forty years ago, when the requirements of the world 
were not atithe of what they are at present, it was about half that quantity. 
Take the returns of the year 1824, when Cornwall supplied 4770 tons, and 
Devon 49=4819 tons, All those who have watched the state of things 
pertaining to the tin trade during the past year or two are well assured 
the existing low prices have, unfortunately, arisen from the lamentable sys- 
wn of underselling, more particularly on the part of some of the small 
smelters; owing to this the customers of some of the older and larger com- 
ies have been tampered with, hence a bad feeling toward each other 
ensued, and, in a moment of spite and anger, the standard has been 
hovered, and, as a matter of course, Straits and Banca have followed in the 
tnin—depression and want of confidence has been the natural result, 
There is but one opinion pervading the minds of all interested in the tin 
trade in Cornwall—that if the smelters would only keep faith with each 
ciher, we might and should be at once getting 10/. per ton more for tin.

WINDING-UP IN CHANCERY. 


Sir,—From a letter which appeared in last week’s Journal, complaining 
| of the Mexican and South American Company, it would appear that official 
liquidators of companies being wound-up by the Court of Chancery carry on 
their proceedings without any check whatever. There is so much miscon- 
ception on the subject that the following explanation may be acceptable: — 
In winding-up in the Court of Chancery all monies are paid into the Bank of England, 
and are only paid out on the signatares of the official liquidator and the chief clerk of 
the Court of Chancery. The latter, of course, strictly scrutinises all payments, and 
sbareholders may be well assured that none are passed but what are proper to be made. 
The official liquidator has, by the rules of the Court, to keep proper books of accounts, 
showing the exact state of the winding-up, and these may always be inspected by the 
contributories during business hours. He has, likewise, to pass his accounts annually 
with the chief clerk, besides making annual returns in a form supplied by Government, 
which is so well drafted out as to enable anyone to see the exact position of the com- 
pany. These returns are printed, I believe, and can be obtained of the Queen’s printers. 
Frauds are not committed in the winding-up of a company, but the expenses of 
that Ley my incarred A the — — o the directors and others, which often 
q t in several lawsuits by the attempts of those ht to be 
benefited to enforce their claims. Thousands of pounds worth of claims ose ohten sent 
ia which are reduced toas many hundreds. Such companies naturally come to the Court 
of Chancery, and acquire notoriety, and cause alarm where it is scarcely needed. In 
cases in which shareholders attend to their business, and see their affairs managed with 
integrity, and in a business-like manner, the winding-up of the company by the Court 
of Chancery will cost, comparatively speaking, but little.

THE CAMBRIAN CONSOLIDATED GOLD MINES COMPANY. 


A general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices of the company, 
Great St. Helen’s, on Tuesday,—Dr. F. F. Quin in the chair. 
_ Mr. J. C, Goopman (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, and the minutes of the last were confirmed. 


The report of the directors, and that of the manager (which appeared 
in last week’s Journal), were taken as read. 


The CuarrMan said that the reports, which had been in the hands of 
the shareholders several days, entered so fully into the present position of the company 
that he thought it would be unnecessary to make any observations, further than to state 
that any information shareholders might be desirous to obtain wouid be gladly afforded 
either by his colleagues upon the board or himself. He then moved that the reports 
and balance-sheet he received and adopted.—Mr. App1s seconded the proposition. 

Mr. G,. Hype said he had been looking over the two preceding balance-sheets, and 
upon comparing them with that now before the meeting he found what appeared tohim 
to be a discrepancy as compared with previous balance-sheets. He did not know why 
the plan adopted in the first and second years had been departed from in the third. In 
the two previous years the purchase-money was placed at 75,000/., but in this it was 
placed at 49,980/.——-The CaarrMan said the object in view in the present balance- 
sheet was to show to the shareholders the amount with which the directors had had to 
deal, which was 49,9807, By a reference to the account it will be seen that there were 
75,000 (27.) shares, upon which 1/, had been paid, less 25,000 shares, upon which 1/. 
was deemed to be paid-up. By deducting the last item from the 74,9801. which ap- 
peared in the'two previous balance-sheets, the amount with which the directors had had 
to deal was 49,980/.——-Mr. G. Hype enquired the amount of capital that had already 
been called up ? ~The Cuarrman: 49,980/-———Mr. Hyp contended that the present was 
not @ proper balance-sheet.——The CHAIRMAN could not agree with that opinion, and 
simply because it showed the amouut actually paid, and which agreed with the amount 
that had been placed in the bankers’ hands ; and the balance-sheet further showed how 
that bad been expended, or rather such portion of it as had been expended.——Mr. 
Hype thought it was a pity it had not been prepared in the same way as the two pre- 
vious balance-sheets.——-The SECRETARY thought that everyone must admit that it 
came to the same thing, the only difference being that the present was much more sim- 
ple, and, in his opinion, mach more correct. ——Mr. Hype said that the present balance- 
sheet made it appear that the vendors of the property were paid only 25,000/., whereas 
they actually received 50,000/..—-The CuatrMaNn: Pardon me, Sir; they actually re- 
ceived only 29,9807. in money, and 25,000 shares, upon which 1/. per share was deemed 
to be paid-up.

London had been only 2482/., encroaching upon tke capital account by about 307. In 
other words, after deducting all these expenses, the capital had remained intact, less 30/. 
He trusted the shareholders would give the directors credit for having done the best they 
could under the difficult circumstances against which they had had to contend. 

The motion adopting the reports was then put and carried unanimously, which con- 
cluded the business of the ordinary meeting. 

The SecreTary then read the notice convening the extraordinary general meeting. 

The CHAlRMAN said it was but due to the shareholders that they should be made ac- 
quainted with a circumstance that had taken place since the notices convening the 
present meeting were issued, which was this—that on Saturday last the directors were 
served with a petition that had been presented to the Court of Chancery, at the in- 
stance of Messrs. Wilkinson and Southall,for an order to wind-up the company under 
the rale of that Court. The petitioners, it might be mentioned, held 10 shares each. 
The directors, however, had been advised that they should not allow that petition to 
in any way interfere with the passing of the special resolution, of which due notice 
had been given—to wind-up the company voluntarily, and under that advice they sab- 
mitted that resolution. Jt was true that every shareholder, however small the interest

The 20, west of Williams’s shaft, is producing 4 ton of ore per fm. The new shaft is 
sunk 3 fms. below the deep adit level. We have 34 pithes, working on tributes varying 
from 5s. 6d, to 14s. in 1/. In reviewing our operations for the past four months, you 
will perceive that our discoveries on the copper lode have been very little indeed, con- 
sequently our next sampling, without some improvement, will be smalier than the last ; 
and our discoveries on the tin lode (with the exception of the bottom of Oppie’s) have 
been limited, considering we have driven and sunk in the different levels 164 fathoms, 
which is about 25 fms. more then was driven in the preceding four months. We have 
completed Painter’s shaft for the man-engine to the 134, and are now removing ground 
for balance-bobs, surface-rods, &c-; improved our dressing-floors, by putting in round- 
buddles, building slime-pits, &c., and put in a new boiler and enlarged boiler-house at 
Oppie’s engine. But for this additional expense, and the low price of tin during the last 
four months, our accounts would have stood much better to-day.—J. Cock, J. GILBERT, 
C. Oates, W. Bounpy. 


The CHAIRMAN proposed that the report should be entered upon the minutes, and that 
the accounts be passed and allowed, 

Mr. E. Cooke enquired the time up to which the costs had been charged ?—The 
CHAIRMAN said that the costs were charged up to the end of August, and the tin up to 
the 20th of this month, He knew that there had been a great deal of talk during the 
past four months about the financial position of this company. It had been stated that 
their costs were very much behind-hand, and that they were not paying their bills. 
He knew fall well what had prompted the putting forth of such statements, the whole 
of which he most distinctly contradicted. And in corroboration of what he was now 
stating, he might mention that at the last meeting the total liabilities amounted to 
5662/., which had since been reduced to 5094/., and at no previous account for the past 
year and a-half had the debts been so small as at the present time. 

Mr, Jerrry asked if any advantage had been realised during the past four months 
from selling the tin by ticketing ?—The CuatrMman said that their first parcel of tin re- 
alised 487. per ton, their second 49/. 10s,, but the last 53/. 12s. 64., which showed the 

benefit of the ticketing. 

Mr. E. Cooxs enquired the quantity of tin upon the mine? ——Captain Cock replied, 
that there were probably between 7 and 8 tons. 

The Secretary said that when the management of the mine was brought to London 
the costs were three months behindhand, whereas now they were but two months, which 
was in accordance with the custom adopted in Cornish tin mines; indeed, it was impos- 
sible to charge up the costs without leaving one month inarrear. He thought, consi- 
dering the exceptionably depressed period through which they had passed during the 
past 12 months, their present financial position was exceedingly good. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the copper raised since August had not been credited. 

Mr. Jerrrey considered it enough to know that the system they adopted was the 
same as that in all other tin mines in Cornwall. 

Mr. E. Cooke wished-to know if every liability dao up tothe end of August had 
been charged ?——-Capt. Cock was not aware there was a single bill uncharged. In re- 
ply to questions, he stated that it was originally thought the slide which divided the 
lode would entirely destroy it west, but recently branches had been dropping in, and in 
the 194 it was 34% ft. wide. The level had been driven about 24 fms.,18 fms. of which 
were in a very good lode, The run of tin ground dipped east, but it was his impression 
that the lode going west would make another run of tin underneath. In the 144 they 
had a very good bunch of tin, and in the bottom of that level there was a capel lode, 
without much tin. He thought it was desirable to drive one or two levels upon this 
lode, to see what results it would produce in depth. In the western ground there were 
several large lodes, but more wolfram was found there than in the eastern ground. 

The report was ordered to be entered on the minutes, and the accounts were passed 
and allowed. 

A resolution was passed that all general meetings should henceforth be held in 
London; and also that the committee be empowered to overdraw the account to any 
anm not exceeding 2000/., the object in view being to purchase cargoes of coals for cash 
when a desirable opportunity presented itself. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Wurre, seconded by Mr. Jerrrey, it was unanimously 
resolved that the shareholders, having the greatest faith in the committee, expressed 
their entire approval of the system adopted of the purchase of materiais by tender and 
selling the ores by competition, and they ded absent sharehold to support 
the committee in serving the interests of the undertaking. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and committee for the 
pains they had taken to promote the interest of the company. 

The proceedings then terminated.

All the com- 
pany’s interests in Chontales have been disposed of to the Chontales Gold and Silver 
Mining Company (Limited), for 20,0007, in 4000 ordinary shares, fully paid-up, and a

to be inadequate. The only mode of at present accomplishing this object would be by 
reconstituting the company, and it is for the shareholders to decide whether the object 
to be attained is of that importance to incur the trouble and expense of that proceeding. 
The ai also derstand that there is a general expectation among the share 
holders that the 4090 paid-ap shares in the Chontales Company will now be divided. 
The directors, concurring in this desire, have given the subject their most serious and 
continued consideration, but they regret that they are advised that without the dissolu- 
tion or reconstitution of the company such a division cannot take place, unless after sale 
of the Chontales shares, when so much of the proceeds as might be in excess of the 
amount of the paid-up capital of this company woald be avaliable for division as profits. 
The directors cannot, however, recommend any sale of the Chontales shates at the pre- 
eent joncture., 

The Cuarnman sald that, in moving the reception and adoptien of the report, he might 
be permitted to give some explanation as to the position of the company, and the plan 
that might possibly follow, in order to carry out the future objects and wishes of the 
shareholders so far as they had been expressed. When they last met they were all ex- 
pectation as to something which was to be dotre—the shareholders then imposed upon 
the directors a task of no ordinary diMficatty. Certain properties had been acquired, 
which they believed to be of very considerable value, and power was given to purchase 
other properties, also it was believed of great value. As shareholders were aware, the 
directors had succeeded tn disposing of the acquired properties to the Chontales Com- 
pany upon most advantageous terms—20,000/. In paid-up shares, and a royalty of one- 
third the nett profits, in the way explained ir the report. He had no doubt that many 
gentlemen present had made some computation within their own minds as to the pro- 
bable results of the working of those mines. It would be recollected that the estimate 
was that by an expenditure of 100,000/. there would be a nett annual return of 234,000/. ; 
and if that were realised some idea could be formed as to the profits that would accrne 
to the Foreign Lands Company from the bargain the directors had made with the Chon- 
tales Company.

A lengthened discussion took place, which resulted in a proposition from Mr. Prrrar, 
seconded by Mr. Wuire—that, seeing the present difficulties of re-constituting the com- 
pany, the question be postponed; and it was further resolved that the directors be re- 
quested to ascertain, from the directors of the Chontales Company, if they be wishful to

The sum of 500. was voted to the directors for past services, and 10002. per annum 
as the future remuneration. 

Mr. PoLtock had much pleasure in proposing that Mr. Murchison and Capt. Pim, R.N., 
be each voted the sum of 200/. as a recognition of the great services they had rendered 
ta the formation of the Foreign Lands Company, and of the Chontales Company. 

Mr. Satmon having seconded the proposition, it was put and carried unanimously. 

A vote of thanks having been passed to Mr. White for the services he had rendered, 
the proceedings concluded with the usual compliments to the Chairman and directors.

‘The general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate-street, yesterday,—Mr. J. N. Danzexe in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, and the seal affixed 
to the register of shareholders, the report of the directors was submitted. 

They regret that the accounts present an unsatisfactory result after an- 
other year of operations. In the spring of the present year, and when it 
became evident that the workings of the company were yielding a return wholly out 
of keeping with the expenditure, they sent out to the colony Mr. 8. Bawden, a mining 
engineer of great experience (recommended to them by Messrs. John Taylor and Sons), 
with instructions to make # full inspection of the company’s mining properties and 
works. The result of that inspection is embodied in Mr. Bawden’s report, already in 
shareholders’ hands. With a view of carrying out the recommendation of that report, and 
of meeting liabilities, the directors endeavoured to raise a loan. In this endeavour, 
through the state of the money market and other circumstances, the board were un- 
successful, and they were compelled to make a further call. Whilst regretting the 
unprofitable results of the operations of the company in the past, the directors are 
satisfied there is a good field of enterprise for gold in the colony, and that the com- 
Pany possesses several valuable mining properties there. Opportunities of conference 
with numerous shareholders have convinced the board that there are gentlemen amongst 
the members possessing experience which would be very valuable to the company, 
whose co-operation the dl earnestly trust to have the benefit of, assured that 
but one object animates the board and the members—a desire to obtain a profitable 
return for the capital of the shareholders. 

The CuarnMan, in moving the adoption of the report, explained that the Hall and Wal- 
Jace leads, and Davies claim, which were referred to at the last meeting as having 
‘Seen purchased by the managing directors out there, and offered to the company at the 
price paid, were purchased in the hope that they would have been of considerable 
value to the company. The price paid was 1400/. for the Hall and Wallace, and 14002. 
for the Davies. The disappointment they had experienced was very great, and mining 
Operations were at last suspended, because they could never come upon a lead, and the 
quartz treated was unremunerative.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The advices which come to hand from Charleroi present but little in- 
terest, few im t contracts having transpired during the last few days. 
Rolled irons No. 1 are held at 62. 8s. to 62. 16s. per ton, according to the 
works, for it is to be remarked that in fixing prices regard is paid more 
than formerly to the different degrees of perfection which works bring to 
bear upon the elaboration of any particular quality. It is not only with 
respect to rolled iron that this fact presents itself, but with rails also. There are cer- 
tain zolling-mills the products of which are sought after abroad in a special fashion. 
The sale of the Maubeuge Works, belonging to the Sambre Rolling Mills Company, is 
announced for Dec. 10. Much interest is shown in this sale in the industrial world, as 
the most varied estimates are made as to the real value of this establishment, and the 
fature which is reserved for it. In the opinion of many persons the group of works of 
the Nord is destined to perish ; it remains to be seen whether this opinion is unanimous 
or well foanded. The Imperial Commission of the Universal Exhibition of 1867 has 
pat in adjadication the construction in tron of three galleries of the fature palace, com- 
prising 46,000 square metres. A special notice has been addressed to Belgian contract- 
ors, inviting tenders from them. The insufficiency of railway plant has been the 
subject of an inverpellation in the Senate. The Minister of Pablic Works admitted the 
insufficiency of plant on the State lines, and stated that there existed no credit available 
for remedying the difficulty. In p of these two facts, coal mining industry can 
only wait for the presentation of a projet de loi, devoting further sums to the construc- 
tion of plant. Freighte remain very high, and boats are scarce. Freights from Char- 
lerol to Paris are quoted by continuation at 10s, per ton. Sales are very easily made, 
and but for the insufficiency of the means of transport the production would assume 
"ye large proportions, fe a 

he situation of the St. Dizier market is considered pretty good. There 
is a passable demand for iron, and many forges are provided with orders 
for some time. A lot of mixed pig has a nominal quotation of 4/. 4s. per 
ton; charcoal-made pig has a nominal quotation of 4/. 12s. Rolled iron 
‘s quoted at 91. to 9. 4s., the latter figure being the more general one; hammered iron, 
10/, 16s, to 11%. per ton, The most general quotation of machine iron is 91. 8s. to 
91, 12s. for No, 2 in warehouse at the works. This price has a chance of maintaining it- 
self, especially if the watercourses do not gain a higher level; already, notwithstanding 
recent rains, they have sensibly fallen. This is an important consideration, as of the 
three principal establishments of the Marne one has only hydraulic motors, while the 
other two borrow their motive power from water. 

As regards the foreign metal markets, it may be observed that the 
marked advance in copper in the English market has been attended with 
an analogous movement at Havre.

Some interesting facts may be gleaned from the report just presented by 
the management of the John Cockerill Company. The collieries of the 
company were worked in 1864-5 under rather onerous conditions in re- 
spect to labour, which maintains an upward tendency. The effect of this 
increasing dearness of labour was attenuated in great part by an increase in the product 

btained by each lab each working day. The results of this department of the 
company’s operations were burthened, however, last year with the expenses of the pre- 
paratory works of the Bure Marie. The management has decided on the installation of 
definitive engines and buildings at this new working centre, and this installation will 
be completed by the close of the current exercise. The sale price of coal experienced an 
upward movement in the district in October, 1864, and a fresh impulse has since been 
given to this movement, so that the state of the market is good. A brilliant future ap- 
pears, in fact, assured to the local coal basin by the outlet of a great part of its produc- 
tion of coal and coke in the direction ‘of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg or the French 
Moselle group by railways in course of construction in the valley of the Ourthe, and 
from Spa to Stavelot. The mineral workings of the company are in a flourishing state. 
Some advantageous contracts concluded during the past exercise have increased to a 
very large extent the mining resources of the company. Other sale contracts have been 
concluded at remunerative prices. It was found a year or two since that the calcinage 
and blast-furnaces d ments were those which must undergo the most varied modi- 
fications. The state of various apparatus required a heavy expenditure for restorative 
purposes, and the directors seized the occasion which these operations presented to in- 
troduce numerous improvements into the systems themselves. These improvements 
were partially realised before the end of the exercise, but their effect thas far has been to 
attenuate to a considerable extent the negative resalts of these two divisions. Although 
the works decided on will only be entirely completed in the course of the winter, the 
directors are certain that they shall be enabled to realise satisfactory profits in the course 
of the current exercise. The company’s fron-foundry has been prosperous in the past 
year; it is in great part supplied with work by the 4 kshops, and it has 
profited from the large orders received by those workshops, in which iron castings sus- 
tain a considerable part. The company’s iron manufactory has yielded relatively satis- 
factory results, having regard to the unfa bl ditions under which it has found 
itself in respect of labour, a scarcity of skilled workmen for the management of the fur- 
naces having weighed on the progress of the works. The prices realised for the iron 
produced have slighily given way during the past exercise. The orders received have 
been regular, and sufficient to give a sustained activity to the apparatus producing mer- 
chants’ iron and rails. The company’s steel manufactory left, during the past exercise, 
a considerable loss upon its operations. This department, as may be inferred from its 
powerful rol!ing apparatus, and its very destination, has always aimed at introducing 
new branches of fabrication, such as the production of puddled stee!, the rolling of iron 
of very large dimensions, the fabrication of tyres in cast-steel, the fabrication of steel on 
the Bessemer process, &c. These introductions have given rise to various experiments 
and changes of tools, and have left very trifling profits, absorbed by reduced rates, during 
the past exercise. The necessity of popularising the employment of steel on the 
Bessemer process has led to concessions in regard to prices,—concessions which have 
affected the difficult period of the introduction of the process. The company’s con- 
struction workshops and botler- works produced satisfactory results last year, having re- 
gard to the circumstance that these depa: t d the exercise without work, 
and that it is only at a comparatively recent period that activity has prevailed in all the 
sections, Several outlets have been obtained for the products of the various workshops, 
and these products now enjoy a marked degree of favour. Activity continues to be sus- 
tained as well in the sections devoted to the construction of engines as in those occupied 
with the fabrication of boilers and other articles made with plates. The prices obtained 
for the orders now in course of execution are remunerative. The value of these orders 
amounts altogether to 391,220/. The total business done by the company during the 
past exercise embraced a value of 412,568/. The nett profits of the year, after deducting 
a variety of charges for interest, commissions, &c., amounted to 12,5007. 

M. d’Archiac has presented to the Academy of Sciences a paper on the 
Fature of Coal Mining, which has provoked a great number of articles in 
the scientific press of France. Here, for instance, is an extract or two 
showing how the Opinion Nationale analyses the “ considerations ” of M. 
d’Archiac:—“ M. d’Archiac has reviewed in excellent terms a speech delivered to the 
British Association by Sir R. I. Murchison, They have often threatened us, or at any 
rate they have threatened our great nephews, with a dearth of mineralcombustible. This 
prophecy may well be regarded as a sinister one, when we think of the part which coal 
and products of the same kind sustain in modern civilization, and {t assumes an incon- 
testable authority in the lips of such men as Sir W. Armstrong and Sir R. I. Murchison, 
who have echoed it, the first two years since and the second this very year. England 
possesses more coal than any other country in Europe, and it also consumes the most 
coal. This consumption is rapidly increasing ; while it was 86,000,000 tons in 1862 it 
had grown to 93,000,090 tonsin 1864. Assuming an average annual increase of 2,775,000 
tons in the consumption, Sir W. Armstrong arrives at the conclusion that in a little 
more than two centuries England will have exhausted all her known coal resources. 
Other coal resources will be discovered doubtless. The coal deposits of North America 
alone, for instance, are eight times larger than those of all Europe. But the wants of 
industry grow with its progress, which is incessant, while industry may be said to take 
root every day in countries where it was unknown; and it is argued that however con- 
siderable may be the deposits of coal, anthracite, lignite, &c., a day will arrive when the 
lat ton will have been extracted. What will be done then? We know not, but we 
do not disquiet ourselves about the matter; not that the lot of those who come after us 
is a matter of indifference to us, all the more so as it has not been demonstrated that 

we shall not succeed to ourselves. But let os have faith in the perfectibility of the general 
plan by virtue of which there were formed unknown centuries since the stores which 
constitute our present wealth. We believe that the power which prepared for the pro- 
gress which man was to realise towards the close of the 18th century of the Christian 
era—we believe that Providence, to call this power by the name which the human race 
has given toit—has provided for the contingency which occupies us ; that new resources 
—man helping himself, for self-help is a necessary condition of help from Heaven—will 
reveal themselves in due time; and that finally humanity, which only now begins to 
clear itself, will not be checked upon its progressive for the common-place reason 
that it will have exhausted its stock of combustible. But this was not the point of view

Tue Cuurcawarp Mau. Contract.—Yesterday the Court of Queen’s 
Benoh, after farther hearing Sir H. Cairns for the suppliant on the demurrer in the Peti- 
tion of Right Case, CHURCHWARD v. the QUEEN, proceeded to give judgment in favour of 
the Crown, in delivering which their lordships stated that this was a question as tothe 
wording of a contract which was alleged to be to the effect that the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty were to employ Mr. Churchward for 11 years for the conveyance of mails, and 
other governmental services, between Dover and Calais, for which he was to provide 
vessels and hold himself in readiness, and for these services was to receive 18,000/. per 
annum out of any fund that Parliament might provide for the purpose. The Govern- 
ment not having carried out this contract, and Parliament not having provided for the 
subsidy money, Mr. Churchward came before the Court on a Petition of Right, claiming 
damages on the ground that this was a contract to employ him in and for the purposes 
above stated, and that he being ready and willing to fulfil such employment, the Govern- 
ment was liable to him in damages for his not being soemployed. Their lordships held 
that as the words of this contract did not expressly bind the Government absolutely to 
employ the services of Mr. Churchward that, although it provided that he was to hold 
himeeif in readiness with proper vessels, &c. (which stipalation he averred he had duly 
fulfilled), yet as there were no express absolute contracting words on the part of the 
Government, and it was really set forth that Mr. Charchward was to be paid out of 
any fund that Parliament might vote, which Parliament had never voted, that there 
was no implied contract on the part of the Crown to accept his services corresponding with 
his express contract above mentioned to render his services. It being intimated that 
although in many similar suits which have occurred between subject and subject the 
express contracts of the one party has been held to imply a corresponding contract on 
the part of the other party ; yet, looking at the difference of the position of Government 
departments, as compared with the status of private individuals, this theory of implied 
contracts could not be viewed in the same way, and that, therefore, there being nothing 
in the wording of the agreement to bind the Government, the Court would not imply 
anything to bind them, and judgment must be for the Crown.

METAL MARKET—Lompon, Nov. 24, 1865. 
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Remarxs.—lIt is with much pleasure we report that the directors of the 
Bank of England, at their meeting on Thursday, announced a reduction 
in the Bank rate of discount to 6 per cent. This movement was not an- 
ticipated, and has given general satisfaction, as it partly removes the great 
drawback to a more general improvement in commercial affairs, the tight- 
ness of the Money Market always acting prejudicially to an extension of 
business. The Metal Market still continues to progress very favourably, 
and the more easy condition of mone affairs will tend to increase the 
improvement which is taking place, and hasten the return to an active 
and prosperous condition of the metal trade. The war between Spain 
and Gnitk is still occupying general attention. ‘The correspondence from 
Chili states that the Chilians will not yield to the Spaniards, and that, 
consequently, the war is likely to last some time. Disturbances have al- 
ready commenced in the mining districts in Chili, and several mines have 
been abandoned. ‘This state of things will have considerable effect upon 
our market; and, as Chili has already issued letters of marque, other in- 
terests may be seriously affected. We may, therefore, look for prices in 
one of our principal metals to become still higher; and, should the war 
continue for any length of time, we can hardly say what the results may be. 

Corrrr.—At the commencement of the week the market was irregular, 
and rather uncertain, and holders of second-hand Is were anxious to 
sell considerably under the official quotations; but, since the intelligence 
referred to in our ane remarks, the market has become rather more 
steady, and prices are a little firmer; still there are sellers under fixed 
rates, and buyers are rather shy in operating. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that when these parcels in second hands are cleared off, which are 
really not of any very great extent, prices will become very firm; and 
should the affairs in Chili continue we may look for still higher prices. At 
preset everything relating to the copper market remains in great doubt 
and uncertainty. ‘ 

Inon.—In Staffordshire the orders for iron are not quite so large, bat, 
with the exception of some of the plate-mills, the works are in full opera- 
tion, and there is no fear of a want of specifications. The demand from 
the United States is moderately good, and the general trade is firm. 
Prices are better maintained for manufactured iron, while pigs are de- 
cidedly firmer, and orders would not be taken except at an advance on 
the prices on which present contracts are based. In Welsh the trade con- 
tinues firm, and foreign orders are coming in with such regularity that 
makers have quite enough to keep their works actively employed.

Although endeavouring to account for the scarcity of the raw material in Cornwall, 

caused by the great Increase of exports of English tin and tin-plates, we do not imply 

there is any scarcity of tin, as the stocks of foreign in London and Holland are in excess 

of adout 2000 tons over those of last year; but, on the other hand, it is weil to take 

into cons‘deration that the stock held by consumers on the Continent and here is low. 

There is no stock of English, which was estimated at about 1500 tons at this period last 

year; and what is of greater importance over statistics, stocks, &., the reconstruction 

of the United States and the extension of trade have progressed beyond the expecta- 

tions of the most sanguine, which must have an effect on the future trade impossible to 
estimate. 

Tue Correr Trape.—Messrs. E. L. Budd and Co. also say—Nothing 
could exceed the consternation on the 13th inst., on the arrival of the 
telegram from Lisbon, announcing the bloekade of the Chilian ports on 
the part of Spain; the trade immediately became in a most excited state, 
holders of copper and the raw material instantly withdrew from the mar- 
ket, and on the 15th inst. an advance of 10/. per ton was announced by 
the smelters, which was followed on the 16th inst. by another, making 201. per ton. 
On the delivery of the letters and detailed accounts on the 16th inst. it was discovered 
that the position of things was far more grave than anticipated, the entire coast being 








strictly blockaded, trade paralysed, all the banks had suspended payment, a large por- | 


tion of the mining population had left the mines, and the most energetic means con- 
templated by the Chillans to resist with all their power and the d ds of 
Spain. It will be seen from the following figures that, as we derive the principal 
part of the supply of the raw material from Chill, it is 1 ible ti { the 
damage already done, for even should the affair be at once arranged, a period of four 
months must elapse from the commencement of the blockade before instructions from 
Madrid could reach Valparaiso, and trade resume its usual functions, The derangement 
to which the mines will be subjected in the interim is computed to interfere with the 
production of copper for the next twelve months to be equal to at least one-third. Itis 
to be hoped and expected that the Governments of England and France wi!l remonstrate 
with Spain, bat we must not be too sanguine of any early solution, for the action of diplo- 
macy moves slowly, and although the pretext by Spain for such extreme measures may 
appear frivolous in the extreme, in reality there are other latent reasons; on the other 
hand, the greatest indignation and passion have been aroused throughout the entire 
population of Chill, which may prevent an early adjustment of the dispute being prac- 
tieable.

to rest on friction-wheels, so that when used for calcining they may be 
made to revolve slowly—say, once in about every two minutes. The ore 
is introduced at the higher end of the tube, by means of a hopper, whence 
itpasses through feed-rollers, by which the quantity introduced can be nicely 

As the tube rovolves the ore gradually passes to the opposite 
and lower end, whence it escapes calcined. Atthe upper end of the tube is 
a pipe, by which the gas evolved from the ore is led off into the usual sul- 
phurie acid chambers, and the air required in the calcining is admitted 
through an aperture at the lower end, by which arrangement the quantity 
which enters is regulated and reduced to only just that required to effect 
oxidation, Mr. Bert has proposed to have a large fire for each chamber 
containing two cylinders, but there can surely be no difficulty in so arrang- 
ing the position of these tubes as to avail of the heat given off from the 
smelting furnaces.

Large quantities of su- 
perior quality slate are raised and sold dally from this quarry, and when the works are 
sufficiently opened to enable a larger number of labourers to work, the quantities of slate 
that must be raised will bea great source cf wealth to the proprietors. Through the 
indefatigable exertions of the Earl of Bandon’s local agent, Mr. Charles Skuse, this vein 
has been further traced from Rossmore to the adjoining townland, Gearhameen, a dis- 
tance of over a mile, showing the vein from 60 to 80 ft. wide, of the fine blue siate ma- 
terial, and within 300 yards of the Sea Lodge Harbour. We are informed active opera- 
tions on a large scale will be soon commenced at this quarry also, by some private capi- 
talists. Mr. Skuse has again opened this vein on the next adjoining townland, Clas- 
sadaugh, a further distance east of about a mile, presenting the same character and de- 
scription of slate as before described at Rossmore and Sea Lodge Quarries. Until of late

ArmospHeriIC Rarsway Brake.—An improved railway brake has 
been invented by Mr. William King, of Whetstone, which consists in at- 
taching the brake-blocks to wind-boards placed on the top of the carriage. 
The wind-boards lie flat whilst the train is proceeding in the usual way, 
buat are raised when the brakes are to be applied; the wind will then act 
upon the boards, and blow the brake-blocks against the peripheries of the 
wheels. By means of a connecting-rod beneath the carriages all the wind-boards can 
be raised simultaneously by the guard or engine-driver. Mr. King states that by a 
short motion of the rod under the carriage, which rod is attached to the usual apparatus, 
under the command of the driver and guard, the wind-plates of all the carriages are 
raised, presenting a large resisting surface to the atmosphere, and diminishes the velo- 
city of the train. These alone are considered to be sufficient to bring up the train in a 
short space; but, in addition to this, the application of brakes upon two wheels of every 
carriage in the train must be safficiently effective to stop the train in the shortest pos- 
sible notice. The brakes can be applied two ways:—First, by the wind-plates being 
raised above the guards, the air acts thereon, and instantly raises them to their full 
height, and by the rods and levers act on all the brakes; secondly, the brakes can be 
used independently of the wind-plates, where it may be desirable so todo. Each car- 
riage carrying the apparatus complete is an important feature, the only thing required 
being to couple the rods at the same time the carriages are coupled. The expense of 
fitting the apparatus is trifilng, and no alteration in the construction of the carriages is 
required. Mr. King remarks that the adoption of this invention by the various rall- 
way companies will supply a want long feit by the travelling portion of the public, and 
will, no doubt, establish a feeling of security to passengers in their railway transit. It 
is impossible to conceive anything more destructive to life and limb than a collision 
upon a railway; the many accidents that have occurred by collision or otherwise can 
in numerous instances be traced to the imperfect system at present in use for retarding 
the speed of trains, through which the lives of passengers have been either Jost or most 
seriously endangered. It will be a matter of extreme difficulty to over-estimate the ad- 
vantages to be derived by the application of this invention, as its use would have the 
effect of not only reducing the rate of speed, but, if necessary, totally stopping 4 train in 
sufficient time toavert danger, thus rendering an accident by collision almost impossibie, 





ImproveD OrE Dressine Apparatus.—The apparatus invented by 
Mr. T. Hundt, for separating and washing ores, minerals, coal, emery, 
and other substances in a granular or pulverulent state, has been patented 
in this country by Mr. Henry Simon, C.E., of St. Peter’s-square, Man- 
chester. The separation is effected in a continuous manner by the agency 
of a body of water rotating in a horizontal direction, through which the 
substances are made to fall, the effect of such rotating body of water being to cause the 
particles, whilst falling through the water, to travel round with it, distances increasing in 
inverse proportion to their size or specific gravity. For this purpose an annular vessel, 
or drum, by preference formed of a smaller sheet-tron cylinder placed in a larger cylinder 
of the same material, is caused to rotate slowly round a central vertical axis by means of a 
pulley oracone, This annular vessel is open at top and bottom, and placed in another 
slightly larger and stationary cylindrical vessel, which is kept fall of water during the 
action of the apparatus. The bottom of this vessel is divided inio compartments cor- 
responding in number with the degrees of fineness or of specific gravity into which it is 
desired to classify the ores. The apparatus having been filled with water, the ore, by a very 
simple and self-acting shaking apparatus, is caused to fall in a regular and continuous 
supply through a spout into the body of water contained between the two sheet-iron 
cylinders, and rotating with them round the central axis. In order to carry the water 
round with the drum, it will in some cases be found necessary to put an inclined blade 
between the two cylinders, which, if put in the right position, does not interfere with 
the sorting. The particles of ore having the greatest specific gravity will fall most 
rapidly through the water, and will consequently pass out at the bottom of the vessel at 
a point nearest the stationary spout, whilst the particles next in specific gravity will 
fallin a compartment further from the spout, and so on, the distances increasing in 
inverse proportion to the specific weight. The particles of ore to be classified according 
to their specific gravity must be of as nearly as possible the same size, whilst any ma-

nuously, by giving to the openings for taking out the ore such a size that no more water 

can escape with the ore than is continually supplied to the apparatus. The compart- 

ments for the separated ore may in this case be made mach smaller. Where water is 
| scarce the quantity required may be reduced considerably by fitting a bottom to the inner 
cylinder, and leaving this cylinder empty. The drum will thereby get a tendency to 
float, which may be overcome as far as necessary by putting some ballastinit. By these 
means a quantity of water equal to the cubic contents of this cylinder will be saved. At 
| the same time, by giving greater dimensions to the compartments for the separated ore, 
&c., the same water will be made to do duty a longer time. The apparatus may be 
constructed in a great many different ways; for instance, the di ter of the ting 
drum may be increased considerably, and instead of one stationary spout several such 
spouts may be used. It will be understood that, for instance, in the case of four spouts, 
the velocity and height of the apparatas must be regalated in such a way that no par- 
ticle is carried round further than one-fourth of the cireumference. The number of re- 
volations of the drum will! be found, in most cases, to range between the limits of three 
to six per minote.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Grascow, Nov. 23.—The prices of pig-iron wavered a little last week. 
perhaps owing to the fear of higher rates for money being demanded, but 
a pretty large business was done, and prices are again looking firmer, 
Manufactured iron is rather quiet, but makers are fully employed. 
have increased in price, with a revived demand for shipment, but the de- 
ficiency of the engine-power and rolling-stock of the railway companies 
prevents sufficient supplies from being brought forward to the ports. 

The shipments of Pic-Iron from the Scotch ports for the week ending 
21st inst, were 9298 tons against 17,575 tons last year; total this year, 
615,166 tons; increase, 29,022 tons. There has been less animation in 
the market during the past week, the large decrease in shipments having 
a prejudicial effect; the highest price being 58s, 3d. cash, and the lowest 
57s. 74d. To-day the market was firm, 57s. 10}d. cash, 58s, 3d. and 
58s, 44d. a month paid, closing buyers 57s. 10}d. cash, 58s, 3d. a month, 
sellers 14d. higher. Makers’ irom, g.m.b., No. 1, 57s. 9d.; No. 3, 57s.; 
Gartsherrie and Coltness, No. 1, 67s. In Manuracrurep [Ron, buyers 
are not operating so freely this last week, having previously bought for 
forward delivery, but prices show no signs of weakness. The shipping 
demand, owing to the advanced season of the year, is also less urgent, 
which makes rather a quiet market for the nonce, but quotations remain 
unaffected. Snirpsurtpine Iron is firmer again, and the prospects of 
Clyde builders is of the most encouraging nature—~prices as last quoted. 
IRONFOUNDERS were never so busy since ironfounding was added to the 
industries of the town. In every branch of the business they are pressed 
for delivery—columns and other castings for buildings, pipe sockets, cast- 
ings of machinery, railway chairs, paraffin retorts, and others of a miscel- 
laneous natare. Socket pipes range from 4/, 18s. to 7/. 10s., according to 
diameter; railway chairs, from 70s, to 75s.; coal-oil retorts, 12 to 14 ft. 
by 24 to 3 ft. diameter, 57. 15s.; other sizes according to agreement. 

Coats are in limited supply, with a first-rate demand; but the appli- 
ances of the railway companies continue insufficient to bring forward the 
output to market. In all the Scotch coal districts prices have been ad- 
vanced from 1s. to 1s. 6d. per ton, and they are expected to go higher be- 
fore the close of the year. As an indication of the negligent deficiency of 
certain Scotch lines—who seem to be overpowered with traflic—a coal 
dealer from Dumfries informed us that this morning five cargoes of Eng- 
lish (Maryport) coals had been landed in that town—an occurrence with- 
out a parallel since the opening of the railway, some 20 years ago, except 
as ballast. A new line has been projected, to be brought before Parlia- 
ment this session, which will partially remedy the evil. It will ran from 
Morningside, down through the coal fields of Lanarkshire, via Motherwell 
to Glasgow, with branches girding both sides of the river. The oil-yield- 
ing shale, discovered a year or two agoin the coal measures lying between 
Airdrie and Bathgate, and curving round by the Possil pits in this neigh- 
bourhood, is proving of some advantage to the possessors, as some of it 
yields a very large percenta ze of oleaginous liquid. In the area described, 
numerous oil distillerics aro in course of construction or operation, and 
considerable capital is being embarked in the enterprise. Although the 
works may turn out remunerative on the whole, it is not to be forgotten 
that there are shales in abundance which cannot be induced, under any 
kind of heat, to liquify into the coveted oil. The shipments of coal for 
the week were 26,000 tons, against 22,000 tons for the same week in 1864, 

The want of dock accommodation here has long been a source of an- 
noyance to the shipping interest, and measures are about to be taken by 
the Clyde Trust for converting the lands of Stobcross into a range of sub- 
stantial docks, at a cost of from 800,0007, to 1,000,000/. sterling. In 1864, the constrac- 
tion of a dock, 1100 feet long, with an average breadth of 230 feet, was commenced at 
Windmili-croft, on the south side of the Clyde, which is prog ing rapidly ard 
completion, but when completed will scarcely give any perceptible relief to our over- 
crowded quays. Greenock is also moving in this direction; and soundings have been 
made in Gourock Bay, which, undoubtedly, would make one of the best sheltered tidal 
basins in Scotiand, In the constraction of Windmill-croft Basin, the bulider has suc- 
ceeded in perfecting and patenting a mode of pile-driving, by which five 1l-inch square 
piles are driven into a stiff subsoil at once, with greater celerity than single piles are 
driven by the old process. The five piles are bound together with clasps and clamps, 
and enveloped in a large iron ring, and thus are “driven home” by a ram 3 tons in 
weight, with a face 4 feet 2 inches broad. This system of pile-driving is most expedi- 
tious and economical, and is of great value in works where ranges of piles are required 
in their construction. For breakwaters, embankments, and qauyage, which requires to 


be faced with timber, or which runs out into the sea, Mr. Manweil’s pile-driver will 
prove invaluable. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Nov. 23.—The Iron and Coal Trades are very brisk. House coals are 
now selling in Newcastle for 10s. per ton, a price we do not recollect they 
have reached before. The export of coals is also increasing, the quantity 
sent oversea during the last month showing a large increase over the cor- 
responding month of 1864, and there is no doubt that the total for 1865 
will greatly exceed the quantity exported last year. The Pig-Iron Trade 
also continues steady, and prices are quoted at Middlesbro’—Buyers 
mixed numbers, 50s. 9d.; sellers ditto, 51s. 3d.; No.1 g.m.b., 53s.; No.8 
g.m.b., 50s. 6d. The local stock and share market also shows that the 
railways of the district and the limited liability companies are prosper- 
ing, as they are, with few exceptions, quoted at a premium. The Blyth 
and Tyne stands at the head of the railways, being at no less than 574 
prem., upon 1002. shares, and most of the principal railways are at a a 
mium. Bolckow and Vaughan (Limited) are 44 premium; Consett Iron 
Company, 1 prem.; Palmer Iron and Shipbuilding Company are at par; 
Pile, Spence, and Co, are at par; and most of the other companies are at 
apremium, The flourishing iron company at Gateshead, late Abbott’s, 
now known as Abbott’s (Limited), are at a large premiam. 

The Ryhope Coal Company, in sinking their second pit, have again suc- 
ceeded in passing through the quicksand, 72 feet in thickness, underlyin 
the magnesian limestone in the county of Durham. ‘The mode adop 
has been the same as that so successfully designed and put into practice, 
on the occasion of sinking their first pit, by the company’s mining engi- 
neer, Mr. John Taylor, of Earsdon, who, considering the critical nature 
and magnitude of the operations, took the precaution of consulting and 
being fortified by the advice and approval of two of the most eminent 
mining engineers of the day, Messrs, T, E. Forster and J. J. Atkinson, 
Government Inspectors of Mines. 

The Strike at Cramlington still continues, and the houses are all to be 
cleared of their old occupants, the owners in the meanwhile have adver- 
tised for new hands, whom they promise to pay liberally, but at the same time stipulat- 
ing that they are not to be Union men. How this is to be managed it is, perhaps, dim- 
cult to comprehend, but the owners are, it appears, determined to fight the Union men 
to the last, and it is possible that men may be found willing to work the colliery on 
independent principles. 

The Miners’ National Conference commenced in Newcastle on Tuesday, 
The proceedings are, in many respects, of an interesting character, and 
without endorsing all the opinions expressed by the delegates, it is appa- 
rent that many of these men t intelligence and considerable 
information on the topics they deal with ; but the delegate for Durham is certainly an 
exception. His account of the coal miners of Darbam is grossly incorrect ; it is, indeed, 
a bese libel on them, as a more respectable body of miners is not to be found in the 
kingdom than the men of Durham. It appears that the great body of the men are not 
troubling themselves about the Union, and that has provoked the ire of this violent par- 
tizan; buat it will be time enough to discuss matters connected with prices‘when the 
time for the yearly hiring approaches, which is in April. At present the men are 
most actively and profitably engaged, and as a body earning very good wages. Of 
course, there is still room for improvement in Durham as regards the ventilation of 
many of the miues, particularly where no explosive gas is found, as those mines are 
often neglected, and also with respect to the dwellings they occupy, and sanitary ar- 
rangements. Bat in those respects great improvements have been made lately, and 
many others are in progress; and with regard to the men generally, we repeat that a 
better class of men does not exist in the kingdom. The description given by the dele- 
gate may apply to Spennymoor, or parts of it, but it certainly does not apply to the men 
of Lambton or Hetton, or, indeed, to those of the county generally.

THE MINERS’ NATIONAL CONFERENCE, 


The fifth National Conference of Miners commenced its sittings at New- 
eastleon Monday. ‘There were representatives present from the Northum- 
berland, Spennymoor, Wigan, Farnworth, Kersley, Haydock, South York- 
shire, West Yorkshire, Derbyshire, Haddingtonshire, Clackmannan, and 
Boness districts. The president, Mr. M‘Donaxp, delivered an opening 
address on the benefits arising from Trades’ Unions. He detailed the ad- 
vantages which the men had derived fron Union inseveral places, and, among the others, 
in Wigan. He showed that the miners in that district had, in 1862, successfully re- 
sisted a reduction of 10 per cent., of which notice had been given by the masters; and 
that, in 1863, they had 4 ded and obtained an advance of 10 per cent. In the fol- 
lowing year a second addition to their wages of the same amount, making in all 30 per 
cent. more than thelr masters proposed to pay them in September, 1862. He estimated 
the gain to the men, up to Dec, 9, 1865, at 350,717i. The Barnsley men began their 
Union in 1858, At that time (said Mr, M‘Donatp) they were working from 11 to 18 
hours per day, without justice-men, or having their material fairly weighed, and were 
paid at the rate of from 3s. to 4s. per day. Inone year they reduced the hours of labour 
toeight hours perday. They placed jastice-men on each of their pit-banks, which the 
men regard as equal, over all, toa gain of 30 percent. In this district there are fully 
12,000 miners, and these benefits are enjoyed by all of them. Thus, ifwe take the gain 
of the 12,000 men at Ils. per day each for the last seven years, we shall have the follow- 
ing figures :—For the year, 156,000/.; and, for the seven years, 1,092,000/, Should we 
take the gain at 7s. 64. per week for each man, which the Union men assert it really 
is, then we shall have of nett gain in the seven years 1,638,000/., showing a gain to 
each man of 19/. 10s, per annum, or 136/. 10s. for the seven years. To these examples 
we might add many more, such as Leeds, Methiey, Farnsworth, and Kersley ; and we 
might, as examples of the men working without Unions, instance Cheshire, Derbyshire, 
Wales, Staffordshire, Shropshire, where the wages have never been up to the rates paid 
in the other places named, and where the men labour under evils of the most intoler- 
able kind that can be named—unfair weighing, long hours—in short, gross oppressions 
of every kind.—The conference then received the reports of delegates. 

Mr. Wo, Pickarp, of Wigan, said the position of the miners in his district was very 
much better than at the last Conference, They numbered 10,000 or 12,000 men, of whom 
4368 belonged to the jation. He dwelt upon the facts mentioned by the President, 
and upon the injustice done to the men by the measurement instead of the weighing of 
the coal obtained. He thought regulations should be made as to the employment of 
children in the pits, and that women should be prohibited from working on the pit banks, 
Lord Eicho had said that those females were only in the position of harvest girls, but 
he eontended that there was a great difference, as the latter were only required to work 
at a certain season of the year: 400 or 500 young women worked on the pit banks in 
the Wigan district, and were rendered less fit to become wives and mothers by the degra- 
dation to which they were reduced. 

Mr, Hatiray, the delegate from Worsley and Farnworth, reported that there were 
2802 miners in their district, of whom 2600 belonged to the Union. They received 
3s, 64, per day, for which they worked from 10 to 13 hours. [He was requested to urge 
the necessity for a more efficient inspection. 

The delegates from South Yorkshire and St. Helens had nothing special to report. 

Mr. RKymeR sald the county of Durham, in a mining and ununtonistic point of view, 
appeared as a black blot upon the map of England. The ig ” dice, an 
dranken habits of the people led them to plunge into misery, rain, and despair. They 
numbered about 1000 members, but only 74 were represented there. The men were 
working about eight hours a day, and in the district in which he was living (Spenny- 
moor) the average wages would be 4s. and 4s, 6d. a day. Some men were getting 5s. ; 
some were getting 2s. 6d.; some 3s.,and soon. Nay, in some parts of the county they 
had strong men who were working for 2s, per day. Boys were working 14 hours a day 
throaghout the country. They were called upon to go down into the bowels of the earth 
day after day, and never knew what it was to see the light of the blessed sun until Sab- 
bath returned. At the colliery where he'was living,and from which he was turned off with 
his wife ad children for advocating justice, the men and boys were working 15 hours a 
day. The ventilation was also bad, He had worked in places where they could scarcely 
geta breath of air, The propositions which he had to submit from the Spennymoor 
Lodge was that the number of Mine Inspectors was insufficient, and that the number 
should be increased from 12 to 36, with as many sub-inspectors as circumstances would 
allow ; that each and every mine should undergo a thorough internal examination, not 
less than once in every thirty days; and that the hours of labour for boys should be 
reduced from twelve to eight, to conduce to their moral and mental, and social and phy- 
sical improvement; that the Act of Parliament relating to weighing and measuring 
ought to be put into full force; that the law of confiscation should not be evaded by 
employers; that all coals should be paid for by the ton, and not by measure; that the 
short-time system ought to be adopted by each district; that there should be a regula- 
tlon of wages; that wages should be paid weekly without reserve, and in the current 
coin of the realm; that the Truck Act should be carried out; that the system of ven- 
tilation should be more properly and safely attended to; that none but duly qualified 
persons should be put in charge of mines; that the working of the present law as to 
master and servant is dangerous and unjust, and ought to be repealed; that further 
unton is necessary, and should be obtained by an extension of agenoy; that the Con- 
ference should support the National Reform League; that the power of the elective 
franchise is the lawful and moral right of every registered male adult; that he ought 
to have a voice in making the laws; and that our liberties and rights ought to be pro- 
tected In Parliament. (Cheers,) ‘ 

Mr. Burt, the Cramlington delegate, made the same complaint as others regarding 
the long hours of labour required from boys, and also regarding the bad ventilation and 
Inefficient Inspection of mines. Mr, Burt then referred at some length to the cireum. 
atrances of the strike in his district, which had lasted 22 weeks, and still contirued, 

Delegates from Killingworth and Derbyshire spoke, and were followed by 

Mr. Brown, from West Yorkshire, who said there were 2000 members in his district, 
and he had no doubt they would be 2500 before the next Conference. Lately they had 
got 10 percent. in one district, 15 per cent. in another, and in athird nearly 30 per cent, 
He was in favour of a general amalgamation of the men, spoke strongly against the in- 
justice of employing boys from five in the morning until seven or eight at night, and 
said the men wished to take up the short time system. They believed—strange as it 
might appear—that there was the very thing which would also conduce to the rise of 
their wages. They seemed to think that they would rather work eight hours for 5s, 6d, 
than to work ten hours for 4s.—(laughter)—and he held that they were quite right in 
doing so, Let them consider for a momeut what was the rate of pay when they worked 
11 hours, aud by so doing they would be in a position to judge as to the advantages 
which would accrue in case of a diminution of that period. He hoped that his friend, 
Mr. W. Pickard, would not fancy that he was going to tread upon his corns — (laughter) — 
bat he was quite sure that when they worked 10 hours a day, as the men did in Wigan, 
their wages amounted only to 3s. 44¢d., whilst at the time they were working only 

seven or eight hours a day thelr wages ranged from 5s. to 5s. 6d, (Cheers.) They were 
to infer—nay, to conclade—from that, that as their wages increased so their hours de- 
creased, The members in his district wished him to impress upon that Conference the 
propriety of announcing to the world that they were determined, by every legitimate 
means, to endeavour to bring about the short-hours system, They had agitated for a 
check welghman in some places, but the men in his neighbourhood did not believe in 
check weighmen, He would, however, tell them what they did believe in. They be- 
Meved in having upon the pit banks a weighman who would do justice, and if there was 
any complain on the part of the masters they felt that it would be their duty to propose 
that bis work should be supplemented by the appointment of another person in the 
character of checkman.——After some observations from Mr, Drxon, of the same dis- 
trict, and from Mr, Pickarp, the Conference adjourned, 

Upon the reassembling of the meeting on the following morning, Mr. Facey, as re-

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE, 


Nov. 23.—Throughout the whole district trade generally has scarcely 
ever been better. The enquiry for nearly all qualities of manufactured 
iron is good, although the demand for ship’s plates has not been equal to 
what it was in the early part of the year. For rails, bars, and angle iron 
business, however, continues brisk. ‘There is a very large trade doing 
just now in what may be termed architectural fittings, such as massive 
and highly ornamental railings and pallisades, for which orders of a very 
extensive character for exportation are being completed. At Penistone, 
the worksof Cammell and Co.(Limited), which during the last few months 
have been greatly enlarged, in addition to the manufacture of steel by the 
Bessemer process, a large quantity of ordnance and steel shot are being 
turned out, as well as plates of various sorts. The manufacture of pig- 
iron continues active, and there is a large trade doing in most of the iron- 
stone fields. On the Lincolnshire side of the Trent, near to the Keadly 
station of the South Yorkshire Railway, several new furnaces are in course 
of construction, and what a little more than a year ago was a barren waste, 
unproductive to the proprietor, save for the shooting, is rapidly becoming 
a very hive of industry, and a source of no inconsiderable profit to the 
owner. Large quantities of the ironstone, which is of full average rich- 
ness, is daily exported to all parts of Yorkshire and Derbyshire, whilst 
the furnaces in blast are kept fully going. In addition to those being con- 
structed by Mr, Adamson, formerly of the South Yorkshire Iron and Steel 
Works, it is said that in the ensuing spring a number of others will be 
commenced, so that the large and valuable field of ironstone will be more 
fully developed than hitherto. The Coal Trade continues good, in fact, 
it could scarcely be much better than it has been for the last three or 
four months. The best qualities of the Barnsley softs and Silkstones meet 
with a ready sale in the metropolitan and southern markets, both for 
household purposes and for gas. The collieries situate on the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Lancashire line of railway have been doing a good business 
for the cotton districts, principally for engine sorts. A pretty good quan- 
tity, however, of house coal has found its way from the district into the 
Lancashire markets, In hard or steam coal a very large business has 
been done, not only during the summer months, but up to the present 
time. The tonnage sent to Hull, Grimsby, and Goole has been largely 
in excess of former years, The greater portion has been for exportation to the various 
ports in the North of Europe; but as news may be expected almost any day of the 
closing of some of those ports, a considerable falling off in the business done may be ex- 
pected, and our coalmasters will doubtless have to commence stocking for the spring 
trade, But as both qualities of coal are got together, this will not be of so much impor- 
tance, as a good trade may be expected in household coal as the winter advances, One 
great drawback to the extension of the business of the district has been the want of 
railway accommodation, and the frequent shortness of wagons. This will, doubtless, be 
in some degree remedied by the extension of the Midland, which is coming into Barns- 
ley, and by that means going through some part of our yet undeveloped coal field, as 
well as that already opened. There is a great demand for coke, principally for the tron 
farnaces near Keadly, and stocks are taken off hand as quickly as made—and were the 
quantity twice as large a ready sale could be effected. At Silkstone Common, the ex- 
tensive range of ovens belonging to what is known as the South Yorkshire Coke Com- 
pany have been “out” for a considerable time past, it is said in consequence of the 


exhaustion of the entire capital, and the winding-up of the concern is now expected 
shortly to take place. 

The district appears likely to be again the scene of a “ lock-out,” or something very 
much akin toit. The masters having rofused to concede a demand for an advance of 
10 per cent. on the wages of “ all persons employed in and about mines,” the executive 
of the Miners’ Assoctation have ordered the men to raise only half the quantity of coal 
they have been in the habit of getting, and to rest satisfied with 2s. 6d. or 3s. per day 
until the masters grant what they have asked for. On Tuesday the restrictive system 
commenced at most of the collieries, and at a meeting of delegates, held the same even- 
ing at Wombweil, it was stated that the men readily obeyed the orders of the execu- 
tive, and would continue todo so, The masters have refused an interview with the 
leaders of the Miners’ Association, and it is expected that in a few days the former will 
make known what course they Intend to adopt in the somewhat unusual position they 
have been placed in, Only last year the men, from a similar cause, were locked out for 
eighteen weeks, when the loss of wages in the locality was upwards of 70,000/., and it 
is now not unlikely that a course of a similar character will have to be adopted, 

The disagreement between the Sheepbridge Coal and Iron Company 
as to the valuation price which should be fixed upon the works, has been amicably ar- 
ranged, and the shares have risen up again to about their former position. 

The Whittington Colliery and Estate Company are still at variance 
with the mortgagees of the late proprietor. It would appear that the original founders 
of the company took a guarantee from the late proprietor, the Rev. Mr. Pierce, that the 
works should pay a dividend of 10s, per cent, for the first two years. This has proved 
a delusion, and now the company are not so sweet on their bargain, and, no doubt, would 
like to be out on easy terms. We have heard that the mortgagees intended to sell to re- 
cover their principal and Interest, but we cannot vouchsafe this fact, 

The Chesterfield and Midland Silkstone Company’s plant, &c., are still 
in the hands of the official liquidator, who will have to realise the estate shortly. 

We have nothing to report of importance regarding the Derbyshire lead mines,
